While the eiiucational system remains 
as it is January and May, being examina- 
tion months, will- retain the odium which 
they have acquired in the course of several 
generations as times of stress and ti'ouble. 
The most blase college rakes are given to 
pause about this time and take a hurried 
look at this and that, while the serious 
student loses what little semblance of 
humanity he may possess and gives him- 
self over to ."sleeplessness and Avorry. 
Seniors in particular feel the touch 
of approacliing disaster: one slip here 
means no degree next spring. 

There is a large and growing body of 
opinion tending to establish moi'e fi'equent 
and more serious examinations as an- edu- 
cational principle, and despite wails of 
protest' from .those who will be the vic- 
tims of any such regulation there is much 
to be said in its favor. At present, it is 
not only possible but very common for 
students to go through courses without 
doing a tap of work from October to April 
and then to cram the whole subject in 
three or four weeks. It goes without say- 
ing that monthly examinations to count 
in the final mark would keep the students 
up to date with their work while at the 
same time reducing the amount of cram- 
ming which would have to be done in AprU 
and May. - 

There are freslmwn who will approach 
their faculty buildings this morning with 
a great deal of trepidation, on their way 
to take their first university examination. 
There is something about it entirely dif- 
ferent from high school. The depressing 
rules and regulations on the cover of the 
examination books has some effect and 
the strange vigilator adds somewhat to 
that nervous feeling; and the fact that 
three or four subjects are being written 
in one room is at first more than a little 
puzzling. But thei-e is always one source 
of comfort for the neophyte: — he can't 
possibly know as little as he thinks he does. 

Keeping in Step 

Foremcst among a whole group of 
advantages which are said to go with a 
college education is that of freedom. It 
is considered that at the university one 
may do pretty much what he pleases, with- 
in the limits of a veiy few restrictions 
imposed by the jauthorities. And yet, if 
such exists at McGill, for example, few 
l)pople have taken advantage of it. For 
students, the chief exponents of the whole 
conce^tiojvpf freedom, are much too afraid 
to exercise this advantage. 

This is very largely becausb of an 
incorrect interpretation. ^What students 
fancy to be original is just blind devotion 
to. college moving pictures, novels about 
co.llege .life, or wisécrack magazines fea- 
turing smutty 'limericks about college men 
and women. Every time a new fad is in- 
troduced in one of these sources, there is 
an instant universal mimic — getting drunk 
at parties, \m\Jyn% the mo.st risque night 
clui>, .or mouthing a Jiew wisecrack. Ori- 
ginality? Freedom? No. Only freedom 
to be unoriginal. Is this worthy of the 
average student's intellect? No. 

Students do not very often hold ori- 
ginal conviptjpns long, if they ryn cpun^ 
to orthodox opinion. An economics stu- 
dent suggests a new theory of the politi- 
cal stVùctijre of civilised countries. It does 
not conform to the. usual theories. Other 
students laugh at him. Does he ever sug- 
gest something original again in public? 
"Never again", he says, , remembering the 
ridicule. Individuals who are willing to 
stand by their, own convictions, however, 
improbable they may seem to other people, 
are few and far between. Such are called 
"traitor" or "crazy" ; under the heavy load 
of intolerance the weaker ones give in. It 
is easier to get on with other students if 
one has conventional opinions, and it 
makes college life so much more pleasant. 
The fact that our professors are really not 
interested in the original opiiiioDS oiÉ the 
students^ except, for the purposes of aca- 
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demie discussions helps to ease the consci- 
ances the students who have given in. 

Emerson, discussing self-reliance, said,' 
"It is easy in the world to live after the 
world's opinion; it is easy in solitude to 
live after our own; but the great man is 
he who in the midst of the crowd keeps 
with perfiect sweetness the independence 
of solituda." Is this a difficult ideal? It 
seems to be, at least as far as students, 
McGill students, are concerned.

(Continued from I'asc One) 
lier family. To fill lier portilon the 
womajt must mix with the outside 
world, and not remain within the four 
walls ot her particular domain. 

Personal liberty, ho affirmed, was 
tlio right of woman and she, and she 
alone, should be tho judgo whether 
she remain single, or whether she 
finds licrs«Tt better suited to. the de- 
mands ot tho business world or any 
profession. Sho should be permitted 
to prnctico law If ..iho has tho natural 
ability, and to limit her activities la 
entirely unfair and based upon ignor- 
ance. 

Resulting Evils 

Taking up tho cudgels for the 
aftirmatlvc .laines IJonor dwelt on 
some ot the penalties he considered 
were paid by the modern woman who 
spent her time outside tho home, 
divorce being one of the greatest out- 
comes ot tho evil, whilo the Increaae 
ot women In the Industrial world had 
tended to lower tho wage scale, wo- 
men it Is understood, being willing to 
work for less than men, although they 
might be given precisely the same 
tasks 'as men. 

David Lewis contributed to tho neg- 
ative, his contention being that wo- 
man's place was wherever she chose 
to moke It, and It was not for tinjrone 
to stipulate how she may spend her 
time. Ho pointed out that as there 
is a greater number of women in the 
world than men It was impossible for 
all to marry. Referrlhis to the lower 
wage scale, owing to women's advent 
into the Industrial field, he remarked 
that the blame should be put-on thç 
community rather than the Individual. 
The solution is, Iio affirmed, to give 
tho women .a higher wage.

(Continued from Togo One) 
proper control of credit through 
which alone tho banking system can 
influence tho price level. This Is a 
most pleasant change from 'the ilay.s, 
not so lont; iigo, when wo wero nu- 
llioritatlvely told that a control of 
rrcdil in C.an..da was neither necessary 
iior wise; a most plca.sant change, 
unless, of course. It l.i tho (ipj.nlon of 
Camuliari bankers that what is the 
right policy for the world at largo Is 
the wrong ono for Canada. 

Exposes Fallacy . 

"I'lilrdly, tho address la of grcal \d- 
lii'c Iti cNpusIng tho general over- 
production fallacy and In drawing nl- 
tcntlon 16 the "real cau.sc of wbi'td dc- 
proSsidn: "tho 'co'ntlnuouu fall In the 
price love!. Tho stiitcmcnt, however,, 
that the oulst.inding cause' of tho 
present woiUl-wldo iIoprc.ssli)n was 
high Interest rales during 1928 and 
tho' greater part of 1!>29, seems un- 
happily phrased. It suggests that the 
Interest rates ought' not to havo been 
HO high, whereas they woro fully Jus- 
liricd in tho i;nlcil .States as an at- 
tempt to check Improper .speculative 
activity and possibly undue expansion 
of trade, and In othtr countries as an 
effort to protect their gold reserves. 

"Tho outstanding cause — not so 
much of tho wrold-wlde depression, 
which wo have said to bo tho fall In 
the price level, but of the gonoration 
of tho spcculatlvo boom and Us In- 
ovltablo crash — was rather tho pro- 
ceding period of low Interest rales 
froni 1924 to 1937 with, tho concomit- 
ant extraordinary expansion of credit 
by tho member banks, which, indeed, 
In another place Mr. Xeill recoBnizes. 

"Tho a.pt quotation of a truth from 
Dr. Burgess, that iho proper policy, 
of a central bank is usually to go di-; 
rectly opposite to public' opinion, sug- 
gests tho thought, which ^Mr. Nelll did 
not express, that If It Is hprd for n, 
ccntnil bank to do so, 11 Is much 
harder for ;i number of conipetlllvc 
independent banks. 

Timely Suggestion 

"Jfr. Nclll's main contention that 
for the futuro It Is absolutely essen- 
tial to devise some means to prevent 
instability of tho price level Is per- 
fectly correct, and the more emphasis 
It receives tho better. He contributes 
tho suggestion that financial help 
should . bo. forthcoming for South 
America and for Germany and pos- 
sibly other Buropcan countries as a 
gesture of confidence.' If tho confi- 
dence exists, tho help will no doubt 
bo given, but if th confidence docs 
not exist the gesture Is misleading. 

"We have had the effectiveness of 
gestures of confidence tested out by 
various leaders - in tho 'United States 
from tho President, downwards. Tou- 
jours l'audace Is an unusual motto for 
a banker, but I dare say wo do all 
need a little more courage Just at pre- 
sent. Mr. Nclll's last suggestion that 
a committee of the world's outstanding 
economists should be appointed to In- 
vestigate and expound the theory and 
practice of contrat linnking In ono 
which is timely and valuable. Thory 
ls,|however, the somewhat sad thought 
that tho world does not readily adopt 
any of tho Ideas of Its outstanding 
economists, oven when the latter agree 
among themselves."
